It 
appears that they stabbed him in two 
places, and then knocked him. on the 
head with an axe; then, fastening a 
rope round the body with a rock for 
an anchor attached to the othor end. 
they threw it into the Fraser. It is 
said that they had also committed five 
or six subsequent murders, and had 
become the terror uf the neighborhood 
Both were found guilty of marder in 
the first degree, and were sentenced 
to be hanged. The bodies of these vil- 
lains would make subjects for the. Vic- 
toria Doetor who, by the defeat of his 
Anatomy Bill, bag been foiled in the 
attempt to get possession of the bo- 
dies of “honest miners.” The Queen's 
Birth-day was celebrated with mach 
spirit at Lillooet.
